A bullet, which apparently had 
been fired through the head, was 
from the ground beneath the 
body identified as Marcola’s, and 
is being held by Sheriff Vogt at 
Warrenton.

Order Issued July 21.

ALDERMEN TAKE 
UP BOND ISSUE 
RELIEF PROGRAM 


If $4,600,006 Proposal Is 
Approved After Three 
Readings, It Will Be 
Passed on by Voters.

The Board o Aldermen met to- 
day in special session for the in- 
troduction of two ordinances pro- 
viding $2,600,000 for work relief 
and $2,000,000 for direct relief. If 
approved by the Aldermen after 
three readings, «he bond issues pro- 
vided under the ordinances would 
be voted on vy the citizens of St. 
Louis at the general election next 
November. 

This division of relief was decid- 
ed on at a meeting of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, which 
approved the proposal at a meeting 
late yesterday. 

Acting Mayor Neun introduced 
the ordinances. He announced the 
board would probably be asked to 
meet tomorrow and Saturday and 
perhaps afterward to consider pos- 
sible changes after conferences on 
legal phases of the ordinances have 
been held. Muench said it was ad- 
visable to word the bonds carefully, 
as ‘bond houses have found that 
issues bearing the word “relief”’ 
have not met with the favor of 
purchasers in other cities. 

At the close of the regular ses- 
sion of the Board of Aldermen re- 
cently, indications were that the 
relief program agreed on by busi- 
ness and civic leaders would be 
approved by the Aldermen. That 
the bills will pass without oppost- 
tion is unlikely, however. 

Opposition to the measure by 
representatives of the Real Estate 
Exchange is based on grounds that 
80 per cent of the cost would be 
borne by real estate. The Comp- 


4 troller’s office has estimated the 


cost to the city of a $4,600,000 
bond issue at about $385,000 a 
year. This would mean an in- 
crease of 3 cents in the tax rate, 
now $2.74, or an increase of $1.50 
in the annual taxes of the property 
owner with an assessment of 
$5000. The estimates are based 
on the assumption that the bonds 
would bear 4% per cent interest, 
maturing in 5 to 20 years. 

Alderman Brock of the Twenty- 
third Ward introduced a resolution 
for the city to take over the relief 
situation entirely from outside 
agencies, build $100,000 worth of 
relief depots and buy food whole- 
sale for distribution. His resolu- 
tion was sent to a committee. 

An ordinance to repeal the ordi- 
nance providing for the widening 
of Fyler avenue between Morgan- 
ford road and McCausland avenue 
was introduced by Alderman Studt. 
Alderman Neu, in his unsuccessful 
campaign for the Republican 
nomination for Shenff, had prom- 
ised residents of the Fyler avenue 
neighborhood to introduce the bill, 
but was not present today.

Former Libby Holman 

Albert Walker Accused of 
Murder of Heir to To- 
bacco Fortune. 


EARLIER GRAND JURY 
SUGGESTED ACTION 


Father of Accused Singer 
Declares Her Innocent but 
Won't 
Whereabouts.

WINSTON-SALEM, N. C., Aug. 4. 


—Libby Holman Reynolds, former 
Broadway revue singer, and Albert 
Walker, were indicted by the For- 


sythe County grand jury today, 
charged with the murder of Smith 
Reynolds, young millionaire hus- 
band of Miss Holman and one of 
the heirs to the R. J. Reynolds to- 
bacco fortune. 

The degree of murder to be 
charged was left to the discretion 
of the solicitor. 

Two Witnesses Questioned. 

Only two witnesses are known to 
have been questioned by the grand 
jury before the indictments were 
returned. They are Sheriff Scott 
and Stewart Warken, vice-president 
of Reynolds, Inc., and manager of 
the Reynolds estate. 

Both went before the grand jury 
this morning. Sheriff Scott was re- 
called this afternoon and 30 min- 
utes after he had left the room 
the jurors filed in and handed the 
bills to Judge Stack. 

The grand jury’s decision was 
announced at 3:55 p. m. after it 
had spent the greater part of two 
days investigating circumstances 
surrounding the shooting of the 
heir to the R. J. Reynolds tobacco 
millions, who was found dying on 
a sleeping porch of his home here 
July 6, 

Action by Previous Grand Jury. 


Court officials said caplases 
would be issued at once for the 
arrest of Mrs. Reynolds and 
Walker. 


Sheriff Transou Scott said he did 
not know where the former Broad- 
way singer is at present. Walker, 
he said, was in Winston-Salem. 

It developed during the court 
proceedings that the last grand 
jury had also made a presentment 
in the case, but it had been kept 
secret. It was understood that this 
presentment recommended that 
Solicitor Carlisle Higgins draw up 
bills of indictment to be presented 
to the grand jury. This was done 
and it was on these bills that to- 
day’s action was taken. 

Story of Killing. 

Smith Reynolds was shot to death 
after a prolonged party at his es- 
tate in Winston-Salem on the night 
of July 5. He was removed to 
Baptist Hospital by Ab Walker and 
Miss Holman and died without 
making a statement. 

After being detained for several 
days, Miss Holman and Walker, a 
boyhood chum of the victim, testi- 
fied at a Coroner’s inquest that 
Reynolds had committed suicide in 
a fit of despondency and that he 
had several times threatened to end 
his life. ‘ 

The singer said that her mind 
was blank for 40 hours during the 
birthday party in honor of a friend 
and the period was broken only by 
a flash in which she saw her hus- 
band with a pistol at his head, after 
which he toppled at her feet. She 
described Reynolds as having had 
numerous fits of melancoly in 
which he feared he could not hold 
her love and urged her to have 
affairs with other men, 


Telwls of Threat of Suicide. 

Walker corroborated her testi 
mony with the statement that 
Reynolds had thrown his pocket- 
book at him at the close uf the 
party and declared, “i'm going to 
end it all.” A few minutes later, 
he said, he heard a shot and found 
his friend fallen across a bed in 
the Reynolds bedroom. 

The testimony also disclosed that 
Miss Holman was discovered bend- 
ing her Walker in the hospital 
after her husband had been taken 
there and that they were struggling 
on the floor. She was quoted as 
crying: “Oh, my baby, my baby,” 
and the nasking: “Don't you know 
I’m going to have a baby?” 

Walker later explained to the 
jury that he had fainted after car- 
rying Reynolds’ body from the car 
to the hospital and that the singer 
was attempting to pull him to his 
feet. He denied improper relations 
with Miss Holman and rmed 
his friendship for the OF es 

Coroner’s Verdict Open. : 

The Coroner’s jury subsequently 
determined that young Reynolds 
came to his death “at the hands 
of a person, or persons, unknown”

Part of the St. Louis Con- 
tingent in First Group 
That Breaks Camp at 
Johnstown, Pa. 


BETHLEHEM STEEL 
' PAYING THE BILL 


Evacuation Expected to Be 
75 Pct. Complete by To- 
night — No Disorder as 
Veterans Depart.

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., Aug. 4.— 


Shouting “goodby” and “so long,” 
a second trainload of bonus march- 
ers left Johnstown today in an 
“evacuation special” for the West 
and Southwest. 

About 1000 men and a few wom- 
en and children marched in ragged 
lines from the squalid camp on the 
outskirts of Johnstown to Ferndale 
yards of the Baltimore & Ohio 


Railroad, where the special train 
was made up. 

The first train, with several hun- 

dred on board, left late last night 
for Illinois and the west coast. 
Railroad men are speeding prep- 
arations to evacuate the others at 
the camp and they expect the de- 
mobilization to be about 75 per cent 
completed by nightfall. 
The veterans seemed good-na- 
tured and willing to get out of 
Johnstown. There was still some 
grumbling, but for the most part 
the attitude of the men has under- 
gone a decided change. 


Work of Loading Slow. 
The departing hordes formed in 
platoons at Camp McCloskey and 


marched through winding streets 
to the railroad yards. There was 
much confusion as the throng 
poured into Ferndale and the work 
of loading the nondescript throng 
was slow. The train of 14 cars was 
pulled by two locomotives. 

Twenty-five railroad policemen 
and city and State police assisted 
in the evacuation. There was no 
disorder. 


While the bulk of the army will 
be sent to home states by train, 
there are several hundred who have 
their own cars and trucks and the 
problem of their evacuation was 
worrying Mayor Eddie McCloskey 
and veterans’ leaders. The great- 
est need is for gasoline or money 
with which to buy it and McClos- 
key is attempting to communicate 
with Gov. Pinchot to ask for help. 


Autos May Be Left Behind. 
Most of the cars are so battered 
that it was suggested their owners 


leave them here, and accept the 
State Highway Department’s offer 
to take the owners westward by 
truck. 

Crowds lined the streets as the 
columns marched to the trains 
behind a band that blared martial 
music. 


California, Chicago, Kansas City 
and a part of the St. Louis contin- 
gents left during the night amid 
cheers, songs and the music of a 
band. Camp officers said between’ 
900 and 1100 men left on the. 14- 
car special train, but other observ- 
ers estimated not more than 600 
men were on the train when it 
pulled out. Several women and 
children were in the contingent. 

Bethlehem Steel Pays for Rides. 

Thousands of citizens crowded 
the sidewalks, while long lines ‘of 
automobiles congested streets in the 
southern part of the eity, requir- 
ing intense activity on the part of 
city police and State highway pa- 
trolmen to make lanes for the 
marchers, 


‘The Johnstown Chamber of Com- 
merce issued a statement last night 
that it had made arrangements to 
finance the exodus of all visiting 
veterans from this locality. The 
Chamber refused to name the 
source from which the funds were 
received, but the Associated 
learned the Bethlehem Steel Co., 
which has a large plant here, has 
agreed to pay for the special trains. 

Extra police and State troopers 
were stationed at various points 
near the camp, on Johnstown 
streets, and on highways as crowds 
of curious continued to filter into 
the city.

Lancaster that she proposed suicide 
to Haden Clarke, her fiance, only 
a few hours before he was found’ 
fatally shot in her home. 

Her statement was contradictory 
to her testimony of yesterday when 
she said she and Clarke discussed 
mutual suicide several nights be- 
fore the shooting, but did not men- 
tion the subject again. 

Her suicide suggestion was made, 
she said, when Clarke told her, 
after a conversation with Lancas- 
ter, her former fiance, about their 
proposed marriage. “I can’t stand 
it any longer. I’m going crazy.” 

They had agreed, she said, in 
conversation earlier in the evening 
that it would be necessary to post- 
pone her wedding to Clarke, until 
after Clarke’s divorce decree be- 
came final. 

Lancaster “Highly Cordial.” 

Under examination by James M. 
Carson, chief of defense counsel, 
she described as “highly cordial” 
Lancaster’s attitude toward her 
and Clarke when the British flyer 
came hurriedly to Miami from St. 
Louis on learning Clarke had suc-

ceeded him in her affections. 
Hundreds in the courtroom 
leaned forward eagerly to hear the 
testimony of the aviatrix.

it all.’” 

en she told of Lancaster and 
Clarke retiring to their room and 
she to hers. In compliance with a 
request from Clarke, she said, she 
locked her door. 

Mrs. Keith-Miller said Lancaster 
and Clarke, after their quarrel at 
the dinner table the night before 
the shooting, talked amicabiy 
through the evening of their fu- 
tures and of the plans to postpone 
her marriage to Clarke until his 
divorce decree became final. 

At the conclusion of their talk, 
she said, Lancaster announced he 
would move away from the house 
the next day. 

Says Men Were Laughing. 

She heard the men talking and 
laughing before she went to sleep, 
she added. 
Mrs. Opal Givens, secretary to 
State’s Attorney Hawthorne, iden- 
tified a written statement made by 
Lancaster several days after the 
shooting in which he admitted he 
forged two notes purported to 
have been left by Clarke, mention- 
ing contemplation of suicide. Lan 
caster wrote he forged the notes 
in order to allay any suspicion that 
might have been directed to himself 
and Mrs. Keith-Miller. 

The statement told of him show- 
ing the forged notes to her with 
a view to satisfying her mind that 
Clarke shot himself and asserted 
in conclusion that he did not kill 
Clarke. 

Another paragraph of the state- 
ment said Lancaster showed his 
pistol to Clarke the night of the 
shooting and left it on a table be- 
tween their beds. 

Mrs. Keith-Miller testified yes- 
terday she had loved and ad- 
mired Lancaster, and planned for 
almost five years to marry fim. 
Then she told of her sudden in- 
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and of subsequent intimacies when; 
she and the author decided to 


marry.

Lieutenant-Governor Edward H. 
Winter, on the face of returns from 
all except 808 precincts in the 
State, won the Republican nomina- 
tion for Governor over Secretary of 
State Charles U. Becker in the pri- 
mary Tuesday by a majority of 
from 8000 to 9000. Winter's lead 
in the 3387 precincts reported was 
$835. 

The late returns on the Repub- 
lican race or Governor made vir- 
tually certain all the primary con- 


tests for .najor offices. The re- 


turns yesterday showed the nom- 
ination of Bennett Champ Clark, 
wet Democrat, over Charles M. 
Howell, tor United States Senator 
by a plurality which may reach 
75,000, 

Former Mayor Henry W. Kiel, a 
wet, won the Republican nomina- 
tion for Senator by considerably 
more than 100,000 over his nearest 
opponent. 

Francis M. Wilson won the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for Governor 
over State Senator Russell L. Dear- 
mont by about 140,000. 

Little Likelihood of Change. 

It is probable that reports from 
precincts remaining to be heard 
from will not change materially 
Winter's present lead of 8835. All 
are in rural counties, in some of 
which Winter is shown to be lead- 
ing in the reported returns, while 
Becker is leading in others. 

Winter had a total vote of 124,- 
990, and Becker 116,155 in the lat- 
est tabulation of returns. Winter 
carried Jackson County, including 
Kansas City, over Becker by 6881, 
while Becker carried St. Louis 
over Winter by 16,721. Winter 
maintained a consistent though not 
strong lead over Becker. outside of 
St. Louis, Becker showing strength 
in some of the Ozark sections and 
in southeast Missouri, while Win- 
ter was well in the lead in North- 
west Missouri and in some of the 
Ozark Counties. 

Leo E. Koehler, the wet Repub- 
lican candidate for Governor, did 
not develop expected strength in 
St. Louis and other wet communi- 
ties, and trailed third in the race. 
To his candidacy, however, may be 
attributed Winter’s nomination, as

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SLAYER GETS LIFE 
DAY AFTER GIRL'S 
BODY IS FOUND 


Confessed Michigan Mur- 
derer Sentenced to Prison 
After He Refuses to De- 
fend Self on Stand. 


By the Associated Press. 
LUDINGTON, Mich., Aug. 4.— 


Francis Nash, confessed slayer of 
Evelyn Sanford, 17-year-old farm 
girl, whose body was found buried 


in a cellar yesterday, was sentenced 
today to life imprisonment in soli- 
tary confinement at hard labor. 

The sentence, pronunoced by 
Circuit Judge Hal J. Cutler after 
Nash had refuse dto take the wit- 
ness stand in his own behalf, was 
received with applause by a crowd 
which packed the courtroom and 
the corridors of the building. 

Preparations were begun at once 
to take the 31-year-old bachelor 
recluse to Michigan branch prison 
at Marquette. Precautions were 
taken by State police, Sheriff's 
deputies and city police to move 
him through the big crowd in the 
courthouse and in Ludington 
streets. 

The crowd was orderty, however, 
and at no time was there any in- 
dication that the officers were not 
in control of the situation. 

All Over in 40 Minutes. 

The court procedure was com- 
pleted within 40 minutes of the ar- 
rival in Ludington of the prisoner 
from Traverse City, where he was 
taken yesterday from Manistee, 
which is near the village of Free 
Soil, where the crime was com- 
mitted. 

Nash was rushed into Ludington 
by automobile, heavily guarded by 
State police and other officers, It 
had been planned to arraign him 
before Justice Fred Schrader ‘in 
the City Hall, but the street in

At the time of the explosion two 
large gasoline tanks at the garage 
were being filled with gasoline 
pumped through an underground 
pipe line from a tank car three 
blocks away. 
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lice preceded that bringing the 
prisoner. When it stopped in front 
of the City Hall, the milling crowd 
rushed up to surround it. There 
was no violence, but the change 
in plans was made as an added 
precaution. 

Justice Schrader held the ar- 
raignment in the private chambers 
of Judge Cutler. Nash waived ex- 
amination and immediately was 
taken into the courtroom. 

Judge Cutler heard Nash entet 
a plea of guilty, and asked him if 
he had anything to say. The pris- 
oner said he had not. 

Judge Cutler then pronounced 
sentence after hearing three wit- 
nesses. 

Scratches Lead to Arrest. 

Scratches on Nash’s face led to 
his arrest, police said. In his con- 
fession he declared he waylaid the 
girl Saturday night on a lonely road 
leading to her home and killed her 
in anger when she repulsed his 
advances. He denied assaulting 
her. 

Nash’s signed statement, made 
to state police, Sheriff George L. 
Colyer and Prosecutor P. R. von 
Sprecken, said he met the girl near 
the edge of a swamp and attempt- 
ed to put his arm around her. She 
slapped him. 

He struck her with his fist, the 
confession said, and she fell un- 
conscious to the roadway. Then 
he rolled her body down an em- 
bankment and returned to his 
home for some rope and a gunny- 
sack. He could detect no heart 
action in the girl, he said, but to 
make death certain, tied a length 
of rope tightly around her throat. 
The post mortem examination dis- 
closed that the rope caused her 
death. 

Then he trussed up the body 
with rope and gunnysack, stole a 
two-wheeled cart from a nearby 
house and wheeled the body to a 
deserted hut at the rear of his own 
home, where he buried it. It was 
there the body was found after a 
four-day search. Even after he had 
confessed, he insisted the scratches 
on his face came from a tree he 
cut down Sunday.

FORMER LAWYER 
OF THOMASSON 
AGAIN ON STAN 


Wife of Wealthy Real Es- 
tate Owner. 


Stephen C. Rogers, former at- 
torney for Hugh W. Thomasson, 
testified again today at the hear- 
ing on Thomasson's sanity, relating 
incidents that occurred when 
Thomasson was separated from 
his wife in the fall of 1930. 

Rogers said Conrad E. Fred- 
erick, associate of Mrs. Thomasson 
before her marriage to Thomasson, 
wealthy real estate owner, had 
gone to his office and volun- 


1 teered to aid Thomasson in his suit 


to annul the marriage. 

‘He said he represented Mrs. 
Thomasson and that she wanted to 
get out of the mess,” Rogers said. 
“On Thomasson’s advice, I accept- 
ed Frederick’s aid and made a trip 
to Chicago with him to get Mrs. 
Thomasson to deed ser property 
over to him.” 

Discontinued Relations. 

It has been pointed out that 
Mrs. Thomasson obtained the 
property by deed from her hus- 
band. Frederick, according to 
Rogers, offered to get it deeded to 
himself, to have it then transferred 
to Rogers as trustee for Thomas- 
son. The attorney said he later 
discontinued relations with Fred- 
erick when he found Frederick 
was dealing with Wilfred Jones, 
Mrs. Thomasson’s attorney. He 
denied Frederick had ‘threatened 
to “go over to the enemy’s camp” 
unless he got $500 from Rogers 
and Thomasson. 

The attorney previously had tes- 
tified he did not believe Thomasson 
was mentally capable of taking 
care of his own affairs when beset 
by “scheming people.” 

The jury was barred from the 
‘Courtroom yesterday as attorneys 
wrangled over the admission of 
certain depositions and frequently 
engaged in heated remarks. The 
outstanding conflict began when 
Randolph Laughlin, representing 
Thomasson, was questioning Taylor 
R. Young, an attorney for Miss El- 
mira Townsend, Thomasson's sec- 
ond cousin and plaintiff in the case. 

Laughlin inquired what Young’s 
interest in the case was and Young 
answered, “To keep you from 
stealing this old man’s property.” 

Asks for Recess to Fight. 

Visibly enraged, Laughlin turn- 
ed to Circuit Judge Hoffmeister 
and asked for a recess so that he 
might “take this man outside and 
knock his head off.” Before Judge 
Hoffmeister could say he would 
allow no- such recess, Young vol- 
unteered he would agree to the 
adjournment. 

The session proceeded, but when 
court was adjourned for the regu- 
lar noon recess, Laughlin blocked 
Young’s passage from the stand 
and asked if the agreement for the 
previous recess still held good. The 
two went into a clinch but_were 
separated by court officers before 
any blows were struck. Various 
attorneys for both sides leaped up 
to get into the quarrel but were 
halted. 

Later in the day Patrick H. Cul- 
len, of counsel for Miss Townsend, 
was questioning Laughlin when 
Laughlin remarked, “You have no 
right to torment that old man 
(Thomasson) in the way you have 
in the last two years,” and added, 
“I want to rescue him from rack- 
eteers.“ 

Rack Is Defined. 

Tou've been using that term all 
during his trial,” Cullen said. “I 
want you to define what you 
mean.“ 


Laughlin said he meant “unprin- 
cipled scoundrels who prey on in- 
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nocent people like vultures.” 
Although admitting he had ad- 
vanced $2000 to the Thomassons 
to pay a deed of trust on their 
home, Laughlin said he had no 
contract with Thomasson and ex- 


fending him in the sanity action. 
He said he had entered the case 
through “sympathy” for Thomas- 
son. 

The point at issue in regard to 
the admission of two sets of depo- 
sitions was whether Cullen, Young 
and Stephen A. Boggiano, of coun- 
sel for Miss Townsend, received 
proper notice that Thomasson was 
to be questioned at Waterloo, III., 
and Chicago the week before the 
sanity hearing started. Thomas- 
son and his wife have not been 
present at the hearing and attor- 
neys for the real estate owner 
have said they do not intend to 
bring him within the jurisdiction 
of the court. 

Miss Townsend’s attorneys con- 
tended they were not informed 
that Thomasson was to be ques- 
tioned in either instance and ar- 
rived for the depositions at the 
time set only to find Thomasson 
already had been questioned and 
was gone. 

\ Laughlin objected to another 
group of depositions taken at Wa- 
terloo, III., on the ground that 
they weré not taken in the office 
agreed on, although Miss Town- 
send’s attorneys said they were 
taken in the office next door. One 
attorney testified the change had 
been made because a Waterloo at- 
torney, who also holds a public of- 
fice there, objected to “that out- 
kit“ (lawyers for both sides) hold- 
ing sessions in his office. Judge 
Hoffmeister reserved his decision 
in all the cases. 

While Laughlin was on the 
stand, opposing counsel disclosed 
through his testimony that. after 
one of the Thomasson’s two mar- 
riages to Mrs. Grace Carolyn Ma- 
hood, 44 years younger than he, 
was upheld in an anulment action 
at West Frankfort, III., last May, 
attorneys had attempted to have 
the trial judge perform a third 
ceremony. Laughlin said the third 
ceremony was planned at Thomas- 
son’s request. The Judge, how- 
ever, refused. 

A dramatic scene occurred when 
Boggiano, who was formerly asso- 
ciated with Laughlin and went 
over to Young’s office before the 
beginning of the Thomasson case 
was questioning Laughlin about 
the depositions. 

Boggiano pointed out the dis- 
parity of his previous testimony 
and that of Laughlin, and said, It 
would seem from your testimony 
and mine that one of us is telling 
an untruth.” | 

That's obvious,” the older 
torney replied. 

“You Are,” Laughlin Says. 

“Would you mind telling which 
one that 18?“ 

“You are!“ Laughlin said. The 
younger attorney made no answer. 
After a lengthy discussion be-

PAINT DEALER HELD 
IN ALCOHOL DEATH 


New York Police Says He Sold 
Drinks in Bottles La- 
beled ‘Poison.’

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—A paint 
store proprietor who retailed de- 
natured. alcohol Was arrested yes- 
terday and charged with homicide 
in connection with the death Sat- 
urday of an unidentified man 
whose body was found on a park 
bench. 

Police con‘iscated 200 gallons of 
denatured alcohol in his store. 
Twenty-four men died here of al- 
cohol poisoning in a week and 
police expressed the opinion they 
all bought liquor at the same place. 

The men arrested, Abraham Fin- 
kelstein, 21 years old, said he had 
sold alcohol in bottles labeled 
“poison.” He bought it for six 
cents a pint, he told police, and re- 
tailed it for 15 cents, with an ex- 
tra charge of five cents to custom- 
ers who had no bottles. 

Finkelstein was arrested after 
the Industrial Alcohol Co. turned 
over to authorities a letter, pur- 
portedly from him, asking advice 
as to whether the writer could con- 
tinue to sell the alcohol to “Bowery 
bums” if the bottle bore poison 
labels. 

Patrick Mahon, 40, and William 
Reeves, 32, who said they bought 
alcohol from Finkelstein, were held 
as witnesses. Two detectives who 
arrested Finkelstein, said they 7 70 
purchased alcohol.

The siege of the Dixie Bee coal 
mine, near here, was raised by the 
Indlana National Guard early to- 
day and 65 besieged miners were 
freed. 
A union picket line of several 
hundred men, whose sniping held 
the nonunion mén prisoners for two 
days, broke dp as 820 soldiers, 
heavily armed, marched to the 
mine. Four wounded miners, 
without medical attention since 
Tuesday afternoon, when they en- 
g ged in a rifle fight in which one 
picket was killed and four injured, 
were brought here to a hospital. 
Haggard from their vigil against 
possible attacks by the riflemen 
encamped about the mine shaft, the 
nonunion workmen said they 
thought arrival of six National 
Guard planes late yesterday saved 
their lives. Pickets appeared to 
be preparing to rush the mine, they 
said, when the first plane swooped 
over the shaft. 
The planes were the advance 
-guard of the infantry companies or- 
deged here by Gov. Harry G. Leslie 
after repeated urgent requests 
from Sheriff Joe Dreher, whose 
force of deputies was helpless to 
combat the well-manned picket 
line. 


Surveillance From Air. 
After an order to bomb the 
picket positions with tear gas was 
countermanded soon after it was is- 
sued last night, the pilots main- 
tained a constant patrol over the 
area. This surveillance, 
sieged miners believed, ended the 
bloodiest fight in recent Indiana 
mine labor disputes. 
Not a picket was to be found 
when the guardsmen arrived at the 
mine. They searched surrounding 
thickets for any lurking snipers, 
then took positions protecting the 
mine propertr. 
Mrs. Thelma Thompson, wife of 
the mine mule boss, was released 
with the miners. She had made 
her way into the shaft before the 
picket lines tightened two days ago. 
When fwing from the picket lines 
became intense yesterday Mrs. 
Thompson said she took refuge in 
the mine boiler. 
National Guard officers who in- 
spected the mine property said 
every building bore bullet marks. 
Col. Albert Whitcomb said the 
pitkets apparently had been firing 
soft-nosed bullets as large holes 
were torn in the buildings. 

Drank Watcr from Boiler. 
The besieged men said they had 
no food except that taken with 
them when they went to the mine 
Tuesday morning. They drank 
water from the mine boiler. The 
National Guardsmen disarmed the 
men as they came from the shaft. 
They had rifles and pistols. 

The wounded who were brought 
to Terre Haute were Gerald Gradle 
of Sullivan, shot twice in the right 
les and twice in the right hand; 
John Fullman, Terre Haute, bullet

Bedwell, Sullivan, shot in the left

Haute, who was struck in the right 
leg. 
Acting on behalf of Gov. Leslie, 
Adjutant-General Paul E. Tom- 
baugh proclaimed the Dixie Bee 
mine and adjacent territory under 
military control effective at 9:30 
o’clock last night. At that time, 
however, the full strength of the 
guardsmen, under command of Col. 
Paul Seiberling of Jonesboro, had 
not arrived. 

Virtual Truce Reached. 
Late last night the Governor, at 
Indianapolis, announced the nego- 
tiation of a virtual truce of hostili- 
ties at the embattled mine. He 
said that after operators of the 
mine agreed to discontinue efforts 
to work the shaft with non-union 
er pending a general wage set- 
tlement in the Indiana field, union 
representatives telephoned orders 
to disband the pickets. 
Immediate denial came from of- 
ficers of the Dixie Bee Coal Mining 
Corporation at Terre Haute, who 
said no officer of the mine had 
conferred with the Governor. John 
Hoke Beasley, attorney for the 
mine, issued a statement saying the 
pickets had failed to withdraw after 
a tentative agreement entered into

„A wrong decision,” President 
Walker's letter said, “may mean 
“the end of the Illinois union, and 
the end of the union means the 
end of everything that we have 
fought for more than 40 years.“ 

In a 3000-word statement, he 
‘reviewed the situation confronting 
Illinois miners. He declared the 
Wage Scale Committee has wrung 
from the operators the last dime“ 
that they believed they could se- 
cute and yet allow the industry 
to live, 

Warns of Nonunion Wages. 

“A high wage scale with no work 

is of but little value to anyone,” he 
said. “If employers cannot sell 
coal, then the miners in their em- 
ploy cannot secure work. The or- 
ganized miners of Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania fought long and despérate- 
ly to maintain the Jacksonville 
wage rates against keen competi- 
tion from the unorganized, low 
wage coal fields in Kentucky, West 
Virginia and parts of Pennsylvania. 
The result was that they found 
their union mines idle and their 
families in poverty and starvation 
and in the end their unions were 
destroyed and every wage scale and 
working condition in those states 
was lost. Now those miners are 
working for whatever wages the 
operators see fit to post at the 
mines. — 

“The same fate may await the 
Illineis miners.” - 

Adoption of the $5 basic wage 
scale by referendum vote Satur- 
day, Walker said, would provide 
Illinois miners “a buying power ac- 
tually higher than the average that 
existed during the period of the 
Jacksonville agreement, but an ac- 
tual increase providing we can se- 
cure the samé amount of working 
time as formerly.”

Front. 


Democrati¢ nominations for all 
of the State offices and three . 
sotiri Supreme Court judgeships are 
safely settled on returns recelvéd 
0 far fro che primary election 
Tuesday, but Republican nomina- 
tions for one State office and two 
judgeships are not definitely deter- 
mined on the returns a ballable. 

James J. Barrett of t. Louis 168 
leading with a plurality of 13,935 
over four opponents for the Re- 
publican nomination for Lieuten- 
ant-Gevyerner on unofficial returns 
from 2823 of the 4196 precincts. 


J. Grant Frye of Cape Girardeau 
is his closest opponent. Unreport- 
ed precincts are in rural territory 
and the unofficial returus so far 
do not definitely assure Barrett's 
nomination, 

The two Hepublican nominations 
for Judges of Division No. 2 of the 
Missouri Supreme Court remain in 
doubt on the returns from 2823 
precincts. Raymond G. Barnett of 
Kansas City, and Charles C. Madi- 
son of Kansas City, ars ruanmg 
first and second witn respective 
pluralities of 11,814 and 1031 over 
W. L. Cole of Union, who is run- 
ning third in the field of five can- 
didatés. 

Cole has made a gain of about 
4000 on addtional unofficial re- 
turns this afternoon. 

Republican nominations that ap- 
parently are safely settled on the 
face of unofficial returné received 
so far are: State Auditor L. D. 
Thompson for Secretary of State; 
Alroy 8. Phillips of St. Louis for 
Judge of Division No. 1 of the Su- 
preme Court; former State Auditor 
George E. Hackmann for State Au- 
ditor, and A. H. Steinbrock of Va- 
ion for State Treasurer, Henry 
Depping of Kansas City was unop- 
posed for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Attorney-General. 

Harris Wins Eaaily. 

Frank G. Harris of Célumbia, a 
former State Benator, easily won 
the Democratic nomination for 
Lieutenant-Governor, and on the 
latest returns had a plurality of 
about 76,000 over Floyd Sperry of 
Clinton, the closest of three oppo- 
nents. Harris, who had the in- 
dorsement of the Pendergast ma- 
chine in Kansas City, was the 
Democratic nominee for this office 
in 1928. 

Dwight H. Brown of Poplar 
Biuff, also indorsed by Pender- 
gast, piled up a large plurality in 
winning the Democratie nomina- 
tion for Secretary of State. On 
available returns, his plurality was 
125,000 over the closest of his op- 
ponents. Brown was the Demo- 
cratic nominee for Seeretary of 
State in 1928. 

Forrest mite of Richmond was 
unopposed for the Democratic 
nomination for State Auditor, and 
Richard R. Nacy of Jefferson 
City, was unopposed for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for State Treas- 
urer, Smith afd Nacy had their 
respective AOmifations for those 
offices in 1928.

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Borah Proposes Cancellation 
Of Debts to U. S. in Return 


For European Disarmament 


Declares This Country Is Paying for War and 
Will Pay to Point of Bankruptcy Un- 
less Issue Is Settled... 


By the Associated Press. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 4.— 
Cancellation of European war debts 
to the United States in return for 
a0 permanent policy of disarma- 
ment was urged in an address here 
last night by Senator William E. 
Borah of Idaho, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. 

Unless Europe agrees to disarm- 
ament, cancellation should not be 
considered, he said. 

He then proposed that at the 
world economic conference now be- 
ing planned, the United States un- 
hesitatingly insist that war debts, 
reparations and disarmament be 
given prominent places in the sub- 
jects to be discussed. 

Failure to disarm has broken the 
confidence of business in every 
section of the world and a definite 
program of disarmament would be 
the first means of permanently in- 
suring return of confidence and of 
prosperity, he told the Minneapolis 
branch of the Foreign Policy As- 
sociation in his address at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. 

More than 5000 persons heard 
him, with several thousand others 
turned away because. of lack of 
room. 


‘Doomed to Failure.“ 


Any plan to aid agriculture was 
doomed to failure unless European 
and other foreign markets were 
permanently improved to afford a 
steady outlet for the produce of 
the American farmer, he said. 

Borah declared an international 
economic conference which leaves 
out the questions of war debts and 
reparations would be as meaning- 
less as Hamlet with the character 
of Hamlet left out. 

He added that the existing in- 
ternational problems could not be 
solved by piecemeal work.” 

“T cannot agree that the United 
States should be in part of the 
time and out part of the time,” he 
said. “I prefer seeing the United 
States take a firm position and 
then go boldly forth to its task. 

Gold Standard Also. 

“The conference should include 
a study of the gold standard. What 
is it that has put 31 nations of the 
world off the gold standard? It is 
reparations and debts. 

„I will be glad to take part and 
see the United States take part in 
any world conference on these vital 
questions and will trust the repre- 
sentatives of our country to pro- 
tect its interests from start to 
finish. 

“But now it is said that we must 


jhave an economic conference, but 


not discuss war debts and repara- 
tions. I cannot see a solution of 
unemployment extept through so- 
lution of the great problems aris- 
ing out of the war.” 

Borah called attention to figures 
he said had been given him a few 
hours before by Frank B. Kellogg, 
former Secretary of State, who sat 
on the stage. These showed, he 
said, that Europe has more than 
4,500,000 men in its standing ar- 
mies. Replying to a question, he 
said that dismissing these inen 
would turn them into productive 
channels. 

Disarmament would result in re- 
lieving heavily taxed European 
citizens and return them to buyers 
of American goods. . 

Basis of Canncellation. 


Cancellation of European debts 
due the United States should not 
be considered unless there was 
definite assurance that European 
nations would disarm and that the 
problems of reparations involving 
Germany is permanently settled, 
Borah said. 

When European nations were 
ready to act to bring about these 
changes, particularly to remove the 
load of taxation involving the cost 
of armament, this country should 
be ready and glad to cancel the 
debt as an investment in perma- 
nent prosperity. 

‘These debts are justly due, for 
money loaned,” the Senator said. 
There is no reason to cancel them 
unless you can exchange them for 
prosperity—for markets perma- 
nently improved, for reducing un- 
employment, and bringing us out 
of this depression together with 
the rest of the world.” 


Now Paying for War. 


“These debts are not a fetish. 
Some say if we cancel them we will 
be paying for the war. Right now 
we are paying for the war. We 
will continue to pay for it until the 
United States becomes bankrupt 
unless we settle these debts. 

“Europe cannot expect the help 
of the United States unless she rids 
herself of the crushing burden of 
armament. Her citizens are saddled 
with a tremendous load of taxa- 
tion to meet the cost of wars of the 
past and wars of the future. 

“If I could cancel the debts due 
the United States and at the same 
time effectuate a settlement of al) 
of the war problems to open again 
the foreign markets to American 
farms and industry, and to restore 
prosperity; I would not hesitate to 
do so. The American farmer sure- 
ly can not expect prosperity until 
his markets are returned. 

“While I am not discussing poli- 
tics, only good common sense, I say 


that thore is 


not a single iota of 


assurance, of real help to the 
farmer in the platform of either 
political party as adopted at Chi- 
cago. Some speak of the farmer’s 
problem as overproduction. As long 
as 70,000,000 people are hungry, as 
is true in the world today, there 
is no overproduction, only under- 
consumption.” 

Borah said that United States. 
foreign exports have decreased one- 
third since 1929, and on the basis 
of the rate of decline would reach 
zero in September, 1933. He Said 
there was no possibility of zero 
being reached, that the drop would 
not continue at the same rate, but 
that increasingly men would be 
added to the list of the unemployed 
as long as * trade was not in- 
creased. 


Climax in Six Months. 


The next six months, he assert- 
ed, would provide a “climax in our 
affairs which call for quick action 
to remove the basis of our trou- 
bles, the heritage of the wur in the 
problems of reparations, debts and 
disarmaments.“ 

Until the disarmament question 
is solved there would be an absence 
of confidence in the business world 
which would prevent genuine re- 
covery, he said. He referred to the 
Lausanne conference as having 
provided the “first real bright spot 
in adjustment of the war problems 
in the last 18 years.” 

“At Lausanne, France and Ger- 
many, the core of the dissention, 
came to practical accord when 
France agreed to reduce repara- 
tions to $714,000,000. That agree- 
mént marked a new era. From it 
should be seized the hope to go 
ahead, to dispose of all of these 
problems, including the war debts, 
and give prosperity a chance to 
return.“ 


“Can Talk Freely.“ 


When the part of his address 
which was broadcast was complet- 
ed, Borah pushed a microphone 
aside and said, Now we can talk 
freely.”’ 

For nearly a half hour he re- 
plied to questions. In reply to one 
he asserted that if elected Presi- 
dent, “the next day I would rec- 
ognize Russia,“ adding “and that’s 
the way I would destroy commun- 
ism in Russia.“ 

A woman asked Borah why 
neither of the major party presi- 
dential candidates advocated his 
program and whether if Borah 
headed a third party he would 
take the same position he is tak- 
ing now. 

Madam,“ he replied, “if I were 
the head of a third party, I'd be 
doing the same thing as these oth- 
er gentlemen. I have the advan- 
tage of not being a candidate for 
office.“ 

“Genuine Hope“ in Hoover Plan. 

Another questioner asked him 
if he saw “any hope in President 
Hoover’s proposal for a one-third 
disarmament by all nations.” 

Borah replied he regarded the 
program as offering “genuine 
hope,” adding that “I know of no 
other way than disarmament to 
rescue the American people from 
this depression. The strangest 
thing is that all of Europe did not 
rush to accept the porposal quick- 
ly. I believe that the program 
should have called for at least a 
50 per cent reduction. of arma- 
ments.“ 

Another voice asked why Borah 
did not join in the support of Nor- 
man Thomas, Socialist candidate 
for President, whom the questioner 
characterized as the only man will- 
ing to do anything worth while.” 

I' take that under considera- 
tion,” Borah replied, smiling broad- 
ly. “I didn’t know that Thomas 
was advocating the program that I 
am. Is he?” 

At no time during his address did 
Borah furnish any clew as to the 
candidate he vil support for 
President. He answered a 
questioner who led up to this point 
directly by saying that “this is a 
non-political speech where I want 
to talk freely and we will leave the 
presidency out of it.”

No Limit on Removal. 

The Mayor’s contention he could 
be removed only for acts of his 
present term drew most of Sea- 
bury’s fire.

That there may have been conduct 
in the office prior to the last elec- 
tion of such a nature that the pub- 
lic good may require, and that 
sufficient cause may exist for re- 
moval.’ 

Premium on Dishonesty. 

“Any other rule would put a 
premium, not on honesty in office, 
but on concealment of dishonesty 
in office: It would make the test 
of the right to hold office not fit- 
ness, but the ability to conceal un- 
fitness. ... 

“To us it seems shocking that a 
Mayor should even be heard to 
urge that for malfeasance and mis- 
feasance in office, indeed, for cor-

TROOPS IN BITTER BATTLE 


Fight for Newchang Going On in 
Manchuria; 90 Men Reported 
Killed.

tacked the town Tuesday, the tele- 
grams say. Sixty irregulars and 30 
Japanese are reported killed. 

The Japanese garrison, number- 
ing 100 troops, stiffly resisted the 
attack while reinforcements were 
rushed from Tashihchiao on the 
South Manchuria Railway. Japa- 
nese destroyers landed several 
hundred sailors and airplanes twice 
bombed the Chinese lines. 

After a lull during the day the 
irregulars resumed the attack in 
the evening, the reports add, and 
the fight was still in progress when 
the last dispatches were sent early 
yesterday morning. 

Chinese irregulars also are at- 
tacking Haicheng, on the South 
Manchuria Railway, 60 miles south 
of Mukden, and are reported to be 
planning a raid on other points 
along the railway.

DISCUSSED AT WILLIAMSTOWN 


Redefinition of Monroe Doctrine 
Urged by One Speaker at In- 
stitute of Politics.

Chapin Asserts “Depression Has 
Run Its Course.“ 
By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Aug. 4.— Roy D. 
Chapin, new Secretary of Com- 
merce, on his return here from 
Washington, where he accepted the 
appointment to the Cabinet yester- 
day, declared that there is no 
doubt that the “depression has run 
its course” and that “the job now 
is to unleash the buying power.” 

Chapin made it plain that he 
would work toward bringing about 
an improvement in commodity and 
general prices. 

“There can be little dispute that 
today there is a general feeling of 
optimism,” he said. “It appears 
that the depression has run its 
course, and the upturn has come. 
There is no doubt that the United 
States has a large volume of buy- 
ing power lying unused, held back 
by public caution. Buyers have 
been afraid to spend their money. 
The job is to unleash the buying 
power. 

“The President told me he felt 
enough power has been given the 
administration and its subdivisions 
to bring about a gistinct improve- 
ment in conditions in the country. 
He asked me to come to Washing- 
ington to be a part of his organ- 
ization endeavoring to utilize the 
facilities that have been placed at 
his disposal to bring back com- 
modity prices and help raise the 
price level generally. I feel if that 
occurs buying will start, confi- 
dence will return throughout the 
land and we will be on the road to 
better days.” 

Chapin, born in Lansing, Mich., 
on Feb. 23, 1880, is one of the 
pioneem of the motorcar industry. 

A hobby for taking pictures 
brought him into the industry 
while he was attending the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. He met Ran- 
som E. Olds, one of the first mak- 
ers of motor cars, at that time and 
convinced him that illustrated cat- 
alogs describing the virtues of the 
early-day automobile were one of 
the things essential to overcoming 
eary prejudices of “horseless car- 
riages.“

So successful was Chapin that at 
the age of 24 he was general sales 
manager for Olds.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Nine- 


teen nations of the Western hem- 
isphere joined in a message yes- 
terday warning Bolivia and [Para- 
guay that unless they arbitrate 
their dispute over the Gran Chaco, 
any territorw either of them gains 
will not be recognized as having 
changed hands legally. 

The note was signed by repre- 


sentatives of the United States, Co- 
lombia, Uruguay, Cuba, Mexico, 
Peru, Brazil, Argentina, Chile, 
Guatemala, Venezuela, Haiti, Do. 
minican Republic, Honduras, Ecu- 
ador, Panama, Nicaragua, Costa 
Rica, El Salvador. 

The Chaco dispute, the note said, 
“is susceptible of a peaceful solu- 
tion,” and Bolivia and Paraguay 
were requested “to submit imme- 
diately the solution of this con- 
troversy to an arrangement by 
arbitration or by such other peacc- 
ful means as may be acceptable to 
both.” 

After pointing tne way to peace 
the neutrals declared themselves 
solidly against future recognition 
of territoriai conquest, saying: 

“The American nations further 
declare that they will not recognize 
any territorial arrangement of 
this controversy which has not 
been obtained by peaceful means, 
or the validity of territorial ac- 
quisitions which may be obtained 
through occupation or — by 
force of arms.” 8. 

Assistant Secretary . Francis 
White, who signed the note for the 
United States, said the Kellogg 
treaty and other international 
peace agreements had not been in- 
voked by the neutrals because in 
no case had any particular treaty 
been ratified by both disputants. 

“The note,” he explained, “de- 
fines a new peace policy in the 
new world. It is a broad state- 
ment of principle designed to exe 
press the united position of Ameri- 
can nations against armed force

rick Byrns, veteran relief official, July 

2 to ask if his organization linked ap-

work. His reply was, “It does not!” 

How could anything be more definite? 

Now comes E. G. Steger, Director, Re- 
lief and Employment, in the Post-Dis- 
patch of July 19, asserting there is “a 
Citizens’ Free Employment Bureau,” and 
that it is functioning co-operatively. 

If these two organizations are co-oper- 
ating, their information bureaus should 
be tipped off not to attempt to ride two 
horses at the same time when going in 
opposite ‘directions, as the late President 
‘Wilson admonished the Hon. Jim Reed. 

It is admitted by Mr. Steger that the 
Central Application Bureau was recently 
moved from its former location “to the 
second floor at 1808 Washington Ave- 
nué, directly over the Citizens’ Free Em- 
ployment Bureau, so as to make it con- 
venient for relief applicants to put in 
their applications for work at the same 
time they apply for aid.” 

It is a pleasing coincidence, now pat- 
ent to the public, that the above an- 
nounced removal, putting the two organ- 
4zations under one roof, occurred about 
two weeks after the telephone inquiry to 
Mr. Byrns and a few days after the 
writer’¢ proposal appeared in the Post- 
Dispatch of July 12. 

Great Britain and Germany, wise and 
experienced in administering aid to the 
public during this industrial crisis, are 
opérating under a plan quite similar to 
the one suggested by the writer. Both 
nations fequire applicants accepting aid 
to register, and said applicants must agree 
to accept work when offered or else be 
deprived of their registration certificates, 
thus emphasizing the vital relationship 
between aid and work. 

It seems to be settled that the relief 
and employment organizations are now 
indissolubly yoked together and pulling 
in the same direction which, as an estab- 
lished policy, must be gratifying to the 
St. Louis public that foots the bills.

The Boss named the Democratic nominee for 
Governor, but he lost the Democratic nominee for 
United States Senator. With a normal Democratic 
primary vote of from 60,000 to 60,000 in Kansas City 
and Jackson County, the powerful Democratic ma- 
chine up there increased its vote in Tuesday's pri- 
maries to more than 100,000. This is more than 
double the usual Democratic primary vote in Kansas 
City and Jackson County. Virtually all of it was de 
livered to the Pendergast candidates for Governor 
and United States Senator. Bome of the Kansas City 
precincts reported no votes for the opponents of the 
Pendergast candidates, a situation remindful of the 
days when Ed Butler was the Democratic boss of St. 
Louis and the practices of the Vare machine in Phil- 
nn 
Col. Bennett C. Clark is the Democratic nominee 
for the United States Senate. He won the nomina- 
tion, as we thought he would, by standing squarely 
for repeal of the eighteenth amendment. There was 
never any doubt from the time he began his cani- 
paign where he stood. The consequence was that he 
carried St. Louis and St. Louis County by approxi- 
mately 65,000 votes. His principal opponent was Char- 
les M. Howell, one of the Pendergast candidates, whom 
he appears to have beaten by upward of 55,000 votes. 
Charles M. Hay, considered by some a probable win- 
ner of the Democratic senatorial primary, faded out 
of the race. His public statement that he would vote 
for resubmission of the eighteenth amendment if 
elected, but that he was personally opposed to its re- 
peal, was too much for the voters. They are opposed 
to prohibition and all its works. Given a fair chance 
to say 80, they leave no doubt whatever as to where 
they stand. We warned Mr. Hay throughout the cam- 
paign that he was standing under too many flags, 
and so it proved. His defeat marks the passing of 
the Anti-Saloon League as a factor in Missouri poli- 
tics, He bore its endorsement, but power has passed 
from its hands. Such is the change in public senti- 
ment. : 
Senator Dearmont of Cape Girardeau was defeated 
for the Democratic gubernatorial nomination by ap- 
proximately 140,000 votes. The Pendergast machine 
gave his opponent, Francis M. Wilson, a majority of 
approximately 100,000 in Kansas City and Jackson 
County. Mr. Dearmont could not have won had he 
broken even in Kansas City. He barely carried St. 
Louis, and Mr. Wilson outran him in most of the 
counties. The Wilson candidacy enjoyed a far greater 
advantage than was indicated by the Pendergast sup- 
port.

| Mr. Wilson has protested throughout the campaign 
that it was unfair to charge that he would, if elected, 
be influenced by Pendergast. We have never opposed 
him for any other reason than that we believed he 
would be so influenced. We very gladly give him 
an opportunity to convince us that we were wrong. It 
is almost certain that he will be elected. The Re- 
publicans themselves admit the great probability of 
Democratic victory in the State. The sincerity of 
Mr. Wilson's professions therefore becomes of the 
greatest importance, If he is elected Governor, his 
official acts and appointments will, by virtue of the 
Pendergast support, be subjected to closer public 
scrutiny than have the official acts and appointments 
of any Missouri Governor within many years. There, 
is no blemish upon Mr. Wilson's official record. He. 
has been a member of the State Senate, and he has/ 
been the U. S. District Attornéy in Kansas City. 

The Republican primaries reflected the party's 
chances in the November elections. The nomination 
for the United States Senate would have virtually 
gone by default had not Henry W. Kiel, three times 
Mayor of St. Louis, gone into the race. He easily 
won the nomination over several opponefits, not one 
of whom had a shred of strength. Like Col. Clark, 
the Republican senatorial nominee stands flat-footed- 
ly tor repeal of the eighteenth amendment. He has 
gone 80 far as to urge Mr. Hoover to authorize the 
making of beer, and he has urged upon Gov. Caul-; 
field the repeal of the State dry law. The race in 
November between Clark and Kiel will be a battle 
between wets. There will be no qualifications upon 
either side. It will be something that has not been 
seen in Missouri politics for a long time—an honest 
fight. 

The Republican race for the nomination for Gov- 
ernor was a sad commentary upon the status of pub 
lie morals in Missouri. The nomination lay between 
Edward H. Winter, the present Lieutenant Governor, 
and Charles U. Becker, Secretary of State. Becker 
bore the endorsement of the Missouri Anti-Saloon 
League, but ill-smelling political influences in and out 
of the City Hall nevertheless delivered to bim in 
excess of 38,000 St. Louis votes. The scandals of 
Beckér’s department in the State Government have 
disqualitied him for any public office. That he could 
get such support here when Charles M. Hay, a much 
better man, was cast out because of his dry affilia- 
tions, is a matter of genuine public concern. Like 
the‘Pendergast vote in Kansas City, the Becker vote 
in St. Louis was largely a vote delivered by the dark 
and devious practices of designing politicians. 

Mr. Winter has won, though the contest was the 
most stubborn in the primaries. The people of the 
State owe him a debt of gratitude. It is incredible 
that Becker could have won, when even the State Re- 
publican organization hedded by Gov. Caulfield was 
unable to stomach his candidacy and supported Mr. 
Winter. Had Becker been nominated, the candidacy 
of Francis M. Wilson on the Democratic side, despite 
its Pendergast support, would have had a virtue that 
contrast alone could have given ft. 


A Liberal 


The Nation asks an interesting question in its fine 
editorial tribute to “A Great Ambassador,” the late 
Jules J. Jusserand. During the difficult war years 
his discretion and dignity served France well, but 
throughout his entire diplomatic career in Washing- 
ton his unfailing respect for the country to which he 
was accredited not only won for him personal distinc- 
tion but a high place in American esteem. The ques 
tion the Nation asks is, Was this success due in con- 
siderable part to his being a man of letters?“ And 
by way of answer some happy citations are offered. 
First of all, the great Englishman, Bryce, along with 
such illustrious American envoys as John Lothrop 
Motley, James Russell Lowell and John Hay. Schol- 
ars all, “aristocrats of learning,“ in Macaulay's 
phrase, who looked on life from the serené vantage 
of a liberal education, which was the thing our uni- 
versities provided before so-called practicality usurped 
the authority of culture. e 

It is an interesting question, and a most practical 
one. No one can doubt the practical results of Jns- 
serand’s management of the French embassy in the 
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war period, and one may reasonably, if futilely, won- 
der how differently history might read today had 
Bernstorft been able to manage the personnel of the 
German staff with the punctilio of Jusserand. 

But the efficiency, the durable efficiency of a lib- 
eral education in public affairs is not restricted to 
the area of diplomacy. The need for its vision, for 
its faith in justice, is more urgent, it seems to us, in 
the legislative and administrative departments of 
government. The abuses of long entrenched privi- 
lege at Washington, from which we are now suffer- 
fing so grievously, could never have been established, 
nevér tolerated, indeed, if men of liberal education 
had dictated public policy. To be sure, we have had our 
“scholar in politics’ who failed badly, just as our 
self-taught Jacksons and Lincolns have met thé chal- 
lenge of crisis with a genius not to be found in books. 
But, by and large, a liberal education is a priceless 
equipment in those servants to whom we literally in- 
trust our destiny. For it bestows on its possessor 
the ability to discern the rights of people and the 


character to defend and serve those rights. 
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Not long ago pictures of a white-fringed old man 
reminded America that Sir Henry Fielding Dickens, 
last son of the creator of David Copperfield and Oliver 
Twist, Bob Cratchitt and Peggotty, and a Whole host 
of the most beloved characters in literature, was still 
alive at 83, the Common Sergeant of the City of 
London. 

Now comes the news that he has retired and 
that he will no longer go to Old Bailey, where for 
years his rank entitled him to sit as a member of the 
bench. Hard as it must be for every retiring Judge to 
quit the court wherein he has watched the flow of 
lite, righting ite wrong at law, Sir Henry's leavetak- 
ing of Old Bailey transcends the ties of the merely 
actual. Those dull walls inclosed not only his own

adventures with justice. Within them his father 
gat before him to watch the tragedy and comédy of 
London pass through. He had his fun with them 
all, that young news hound did—with the law, the 
bumptious officials, the august Judges, with the pet- 
tifogging barristers and bewildered witnesses, and he 
passed that fun on for those who in this hurly-burly 
age find time to enjoy “Pickwick Papers” and “Barna- 
by Rudge.” So much i¢ published nowadays that 
Dickens cannot be read as he once was. And if he 
is not, we are the poorer for it. Pity the generation 
which has not made the acquaintance of Mr. Micaw- 
ber, has never gone down to Peggotty’s quaint house, 
wrought of that little old boat, and does not know 
what Barkis is willin’ to do. 


Bolivia vs. Paraguay 


The old quarrel between Bolivia and Paraguay over 
the Chaco district, over Which war has been threat- 
ened many times, has broken out anew. Chaco is an 
area of about 100,000 square miles of densely tim- 
bered country lying between the two countries. Both 
claim it on the Basis of old land grants from the King 
of Bpain, and prior settlement. Bolivia, a land-locked 
country, has a spécial interest in Chaco, because pos- 
session of it means an outlet to the sea via the Para- 
guay River. It is in this respect as irritating a prob 
lem as Russia's age-old demand for warm-water ports 
and Poland's lack of access to the sea, to remedy 
which the vicious makeshift of the Danzig Corridor 
was invented. 

Intensity of the feeling between Bolivia and Para- 
guay may be gauged by the length of the controversy 
and the stubbornness of the contestants. As far back 
as 1879, 4 treaty was drawn to settle the Chaco prob- 
lem, but was not ratified, Treaties of 1887 and 1894 
met a similar fate. War Was narrowly averted in 
the closing years of the century, and again in 1926. 
An arbitration commission Was appointed in 1997, 


ut ended in a deadlock, In 1938, each country peised 
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a fort belonging to the other, drawing a protest from 
the League of Nations, and in 1929 another arbitration 
commission was appointed. It could find no perma- 
nent solution. Again last year, a commission of five 
neutrals, working with Bolivian and Paraguayan rep- 
resentatives, drew up a noti-aggression pact, which 
failed of ratification. 

Now, Bolivia has ordered men to the colors, and 
in Paraguay even women are clamoring for front 
line service, while the League of Nations and a group 
of neutral countries are urging peaceful settlement. 
Both Bolivia and Paraguay, it is reported, have 
agreed to accept the League's offer to intervené.

Chairman Payne Tells How it Is 
Distributing 50,000,000 Bushels 


of Farm Board Wheat. 


By the Associated Press. - 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Chair- 
man John Barton Payne of the 
Red Cross told newspaper men to- 
day he had reported to President 
Hoover that his organization was 
busy in distributing a total of 50,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat and 500,- 
000 bales of cotton. 

Although requests for these 
emergency supplies, taken by Con- 
kress out ot the Farm Board 
Pores, had slowed up during the 
summer, Payne said, the Red Cross

N 1925 the voters of Cincinnati approved 

a charter which provided for the elec- 

tion of a small Council by proportional 
representation (quota voting rather than 
majority voting) and the appointment of a 
chief administrator called a City Manager. 
At one stroke, the charter did two things 
it freed the independent voter and made 
possible the election of a Council which 
owed no local allegiance to a national po- 
litical party. It gave the citizen a chance 
to express himself on purely local political 
quéstions and still rétain his old party al- 
legiance for state and national action. 

Second, the charter made unnecessary the 
campaigning for and the election of the 
chief administrative officer of the city. The 
elected Couneil took over the responsibility 
ot choosing a City Manager and watching 
hts performance, The City Manager is thus 
removed from political processes and im- 
plications, and serves the city rather than 
a dominant party. His appointments are 
his own, except that for the vast majority 
of places to be filled the Civil Service 
Commission submits a list of three eligibles 
who have qualified for appointment. The 
non-partisan and non-political character of 
the commission, as well as the absolute in- 
tegrity of its work, is unquestioned. 

What are the practical governmental! and 
administrative resuite of the new deal? 
First -of all, there has been a tremendous 
revival of civie spirit and eénthusiasm. 
Citizens do not apologize for their govern- 
ment or view it with tolerant apathy. or 
cynicism, as they did for many years. Wom- 
en by the thousands have become active 
working citizens, taking part in local po- 
litical campaigns in 4 fashion that astonishes 
visitors and outsiders. 


The pértinent question which any read- 
er may ask is: What are the marks of 
good government? By what standatds do 
we judge administrative excellency?” My 
answer is—quality of service, cost of service, 
public satisfaction and comparative ad- 
justed statistics. Now what about Cin- 
cinnati? 

Cincinnati is well paved, clean, has ex- 
eellent park and recreational facilities 
(which aré increasing in scope), runs a 
municipal university with 12,000 students, 
a general hospital, collects and inciserates 
all refuse and garbage, furnishes pure water 
in abundancé. There are no rackets or 
racketeers; the city has had no fots or 
public disturbances during the current dif- 
ficulties, and it guarantees the right to all 
groupe to assembie peaceably and discuss 
griévances with the utmost freedom. 

Despite hard times, the public works 
business ran as usual in Cincingati. This 
was possible because ot the five-year bond 
improvement program upon which the city 
Operates. This progtam is in charge of 
a committee madé up of the chairman of the 
Planning Committee, thé chairman ot the 
Council Finance Committee and the City 
Manager. It plang the city’s capital ex. 
penditures in the light of the city’s needs, 
— mee 8 rt, and with due 
reference to a stable or in taz le 
tor bond purpdesa. ” = 
These illustrations indicate that the city, 


government actually gave service to citizens 
in 1931—as a matter of fact, increased its 
services appréciably. The electérate re- 
sponded in November by returfiing to Coun- 
cil eight of the nine sitting members, an un- 
usual election result for that year. Most 
cities turned out their prevailing maioritiés. 

At what cost were these services rendered 
to the people of Cincinnati? Should a re- 
porter have come to the City Auditor on 
Dec. 31, 1931 and asked for the cash ‘bal- 
ance in the treasury, he would have been 
given the figure of $6,895,197.34. Had he 
asked for the balance of the general fund 
(an operating fund), the figure would have 
been $183,658.63. This last amount, in 80 
far as budget control is concerned, has its 
own importance, for it indicates that Cin- 
cinnati operated within its estimates and had 
all bills paid. Every municipal employe 
was paid in 1931, every bill discounted, 
every item of interest and every bond fall- 
ing due was liquidated. Besides, the city 
reduced its bonded indebtedness during the 
year by almost $3,000,000.

Ten years ago the tax levy for city 
purposes was $10.02 per thousand and the 
total levy, including the schools and the 
county, was $21.84. The rates for 1932, in- 
cluding the extra levy for unemployment re- 
lief, were $9.59 (city) and $20.70 (total). 
In 1922 the rate levied for debt retirement 
in the city was $4.72; today it 16 $2.89. It 
should be remembered in considering these 
rates that out of them Cincinnati supports 
two institutions that few cities maintain 
a large and growing university and a great 
or built upon the cottage or pavilion 
plan. 

For the information of citizens of Cine 
cinnati the City Manager on Jan. 16, 1982, 
sent to each household an analysis ot the 
city’s expenditure program for the cur- 
rent year. This analyzed the bulget in 
terms of services and pér capita costs. It 
indicated that the total overhead adminis- 
trative costs of the city ran to less than 
2 per cent of the total expeditures, and 
that the cost of the City Managér’s Office, 
for instance, ia d cents per capita, The 
heaviest item has to do with those fune- 
tions of protection to persons and property. 
Here the per capita costs are $6.62, of 
which $2.91 goes to police and $3.01 to fire 
service. The protection of health and wel- 
fare runs up a total per capita cost of $5.99. 
In this service group are such items as 
waste colléction and disposal, which cost 
$1.15 per capita; the hospital, costing $2.00 
per capita; and parks and recreation, at 45

Denmark and Norway Pleased 
With Ruling of the World 
Court. 


‘| By the Associated Press. 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark, Aug. 
4.—Denmark was informed yester- 
day that the World Court at The 
Hague had refused a Norwegian 
demand that .Danish officials be 
prevented from using their police 
authority in part of Greenland oc- 
cupied by Norway. 

The newspaper Berlingske said 
that the result was pleasing to the 
Danes, but that it was impossible 
for a fair court to reach any other 
conclusions. 


“Obtained What We Wanted,“ Nor- 
wegian Says. 

OSLO, Norway, Aug. 4.—The 
Norsk .Telegram Bureau, Norwe- 
gian news agency, yesterday quoted 
Foreign Minister Birger Braadland 
as saying Norway had “obtained 
what we wanted” in a decision of 
the World Court at The Hague con- 
cerning the dispute with Denmark 
about Eastern Greenland. 

Norway had asked the Perma- 
nent Court of International Justice 
to Jecide that both Norway and 
Denmark should refrain from 
measures of violence in parts of 
Eastern Greenland which Norway 
occupied over the protest of Den- 
mark and that the sovereignty in- 
volved be decided by the World 
Court later. 

The court unanimously decid- 
ed.“ the Norwegian agency said, 
“that such measures of protection 
are unnecessary at present, but re- 
served the right of the court to 
consider such measures later if 
necessary.” 

Foreign Minister Braadland was 
quoted as saying: 

“Taking into consideration the 
declarations made by Danish coun- 
sel during the hearings before the 
court and the reservation made by 
the court, there appears to be no 
reason to fear any complications. 
We have consequently obtained 
what we wanted.” 

The southeastern tip of Green- 
land. the whole of whose area is 
under Danish sovereignty, has been 
in dispute between Norway and 
Denmark for several years. 

On Jufy 13 Norway announced 
she had decided to occupy another 
area, a two-mile strip, alleging the 
step was necessary to protect the 
rights of Norwegian residents there.

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Court Declares Former Actress the Widow of 
Theatrical Man, but Nothing Remains for 
Her of His $75,000,000 Estate. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3. 
BRAHAM LINCOLN ER- 
LANGER, theate®? magnate, 
died March 7, 1930. He left an 
estate variously estimated from 
$20,000,000 to $75,000,000, and a 
will which made no mention of a 
widow. Miss Charlotte Fixel, pret- 
ty former showgirl, immediately 
began litigation to have herself de- 
clared the widow of Erlanger so 
that she might seek a share in his 
estate. After two and one-half 
years of court battles, she has suc- 
ceeded. But instead of sharing in 
an estate reaching inte millions, 
she will share in an estate esti- 
mated at $124.50 in cash and $1,- 
270,000 in “uncollected or uncol- 
lectible debts.” All she has ob- 
tained.from her long legal fight is 
the satisfaction of being declared 
the former common-law wife ef 
Erlanger. 

Perhaps the moral satisfaction 
of being recognized as Erlanger's 
widow will be sufficient compen. 
sation, for Miss Fixel for 10 years 
lived with the theater operator in 
a Riverside Drive apartment, ear- 
ried accounts in numerous New 
York departments stores under the 
name of Mrs. Erlanger, and she 
held him in her arms as he died, 
It was on testimony relating te 
such a close relationship that Sur- 
rogate O’Brien found that the re- 
lationship of Miss Fixel and Er- 
langer was “matrimonial.” The 
relationship, the Surrogate held, 
while not entirely conventional and

in October, 1927, he lett the 
greater part of his estate to his 
brother, former Supreme Court 
Justice Mitchell L. Erlanger, and 
his sisters, Miss Rae Erlanger and 
Mrs. Caroline Bergman. Those ben- 
eficiaries declared that he had no 
close relatives, that his only wife,

Among the witnesses called was 
Eddie Cantor, the well known 
comedian, who not only supported 
Miss Fixel's contention but found 
occasion te intersperse so many 
wise cracks with his testimony that 
the Judge had te threaten te elear 
the eourtroom. Cantor said that 
he had known Erlanger for a mat- 
ter of 16 yeara, and knew the plain- 
tiff as Mrs. Erlanger. He khew 
them net only in New York, he as- 
serted, but had met them in Lon- 
don while on a trip there, and they 
were traveling as man and wife. 

In 1937, it was brought out, the 
two fermally became man and wife 
in the common law, That was the 
same year the will was made, in 
which the plaintiff was not men- 
tioned, but the “marriage” oc- 
curred afterward, The twe had 
given up the West nd avenue 
house, beeause ef Erlanger's ill- 
ness, and had moved to Atlantte 
City, There ‘Mra, Erlanger“ paid 
the bills with checks signed by Er- 
langer, and generally cared for 
him, 

The assistant manager of the 
Atlantic City hotel asserted they 
knew Erlanger's companion as his 
wife, and a friend of Miss Fixel 
told of receiving a letter from the 
plaintiff in which she wrote “I 
have been married to A. L. Er- 
langer.“ Mrs. Carrie Stoy, 70 years 
old, who lived in Atlantie City, 
said Miss Pixel “told me Mr. Er- 
langer was her husband and I took 
her word for it“ and that Miss 
Fixel called two valuable rings she 
wore When with Erlanger her 
‘wedding rings.” Other witnesses 
gave similar testimony. 

«+ . * 
HB wedding ceremony” was 
said to have taken place on the 
Atlantic City boardwalk Nov. 
3, 1927, when Erlanger placed a 
$5000 ring on his companion's fin- 
ger and each acknowledged beltig 
married to the other. 

From Atlantic City they returned 
to New York and ‘lived as man and 
wife at a hotel, until they estab- 
lished a residence in the Riverside 
Drive apartment. In the last 
month of his life Nrlanger would 
allew ne one but Miss Fixel te ap- 
proach him, witnesses said. Fur- 
ther to support their marital rela- 
tionship, it was shown that they 
appeared on a passenger list of a 
ship to Europe as Mr. and Mrs. 
Erlanger.

tual numbers, 125 witnesses for 
Miss Fixel and 75 for the estate, 
with hundreds of decumentary ex- 
hibits on either side. The hearings 
were concluded last January, but 
decision was not given until a few 
days ago. 

Erlanger, whose belief that he 
was prevented from legally remar- 
Tying by his first wife's divorce de- 


cree, was born in Buffalo, N. ., 
but his family later moved. to 
Cleveland, where he was educated 
in the publie schools. One of his 
early vocations was that of opera 
gicqs boy at the old Academy of 
Musie, but his first real entrance 
into the theater world was as a 
director of a small production, 

Shortly afterward he became as- 
sociated with Mare Klaw in the 
management of an actress, and 
that associaton led to the ultimate 
establishment of the firm of Klaw 
and Erlanger, which became one of 
the most important in the world of 
the theater, It started as a centra! 
booking agency in New York, called 
the Kiaw & Erlanger Exchange. 
The agency managed such famous 
stars as Joseph *efferson and Fan- 
ny Davenport.

N 1896 Erlanger completed plans 
|» which other interests in the 

theatrical field became associat- 
ed with the agency, forming a com- 
bine which controlled the principal 
theaters and theatrical companies 
in the United States. He was asso- 
ciated in his activities with Charles 
Yrohman, Charles B. Dillingham 
and the late Fle Ziegfeld. Unlike 
Ziegfeld, he was not a showman, 
but an excellent business man, with 
great ability in picking theatrical 
money-makers. Frequently he was 
the business head behind Ziegfeld, 
who contributed the showmanship, 
One of the outstanding enterprises 
with which Erlanger was connect- 
ed was the building of the New 
Amsterdam Theater, at a cost of 
$2,000,000, and which for a time 
was controlled by Erlanger, Dill- 
ingham and Ziegfeld. 

Many of his friends considered 
Erlanger a financial genius, al- 
though he lacked the outward bril- 
liancy so often associated with 
genius, He was quiet and reserved 
in manner, although genial to his 
friends, and waa very business like 
in his affairs. He always arrived 
at his office at 8 a. m., and re- 
mained close te his desk through- 
out the day, condueting his busi- 
ness by telephone or telegraph. He 
made ne display of any kind, 
avoided publicity, and allowed him- 
salt to be photographed but once 
er twice in his life. 

After he left his office, he forgot 
his business, and gave his attention 
to personal interests. He collected 
rare autographs, prints and medals, 
and had a large group of Napole- 
onſe relics.
